I saw your interest in 
Educational lantern slides in 
our society publication and 
David Evans’ response citing 
the Keystone production, 
certainly the most extensive 
nationwide. As you’ve 
probably already discovered, 
the Keystone company was 
located in Meadville, PA and 
a nice private museum, now 


open primarily by appointment, exists there 
with an extensive collection of information 

on the educational division, which besides the 
larger 600 Set and smaller 300 sets devoted 

to American History and Primary Education 
also later made dozens of smaller 25-slide sets 
devoted to geography, social studies, etc. The 
Meadville museum, I believe, has a complete 
set of the teacher instructional booklets for 
each of these smaller sets. 


Another lesser known source, but one I 
consider significant in terms of the quality 
of its slide production was the New York 
Department of Visual Instruction, which

Entertainment Slides 

The second series in the Lantern Slide 
Collection is Education and Entertainment. 
This series encompasses lantern slides that 
display a variety of amusing images. Most 
likely, these were used in classrooms, shows, 
or social gatherings. 


Songs/Lyrics 

The Lantern Slide Collection contains twenty- 
five slides that feature song lyrics. These 
slides are mostly plastic but there are four 
glass slides. Some of the songs on the slides 
are World War I era songs that were popular 
amongst soldiers such as “K-K-K-Katy ”. 
Other songs are Civil War era songs that were 
popular amongst Union soldiers and prisoners 
of war such as “Marching Through Georgia”’.

The Lantern Slide Collection features thirty glass 
lantern slides from a set titled “The Four Little 
Kittens’ Christmas”. Each slide in the set is hand- 
painted and has an image of kittens doing various 
activities all accompanied with captions. The slides 
were manufactured and published by the New York 
Board of Education’s Visual Department in Buffalo. 


The Lantern Slide Collection encompasses a 

variety of themes and represents the many ways in 
which lantern slides were used. The Geographic 
Location slides are an example of how lantern slides 
were used as travelogues. As well, the Education 
and Entertainment slides are an example of the 
storytelling and informational ways in which 
lantern slides were used. Since the 1840s, lantern 
slides have been able to delve into many different 
disciplines. 


The Lantern Slide Collection provides a unique 
resource for researchers who wish to look into the 
form of historical representation and photographic 
history that is lantern slides. By having a slide 
projector in ARC, lantern slides as a visual tool 
can be fully understood and realized. The collection 
holds many different topics that can be applied to 
several areas of study. Images from locations around 
the world, wartime songs, and children’s stories can 
all be found in this collection. The Archives and 
Research Collections possesses a unique form of 
history that many researchers can benefit from.

I have not put a light meter on them but I have 
had good success projecting 15 feet outside at en both a skeleton puppet and other 
3d props as well as flat prints. |

Hi Phil 

The answer really is Yes and No. Virtually 
all children’s toy lanterns used kerosene, but 
regular sized ones could be either. Kerosene 
(or sperm oil, whale oil etc) lamps with up 
to four wicks were used in smaller locations 
- homes up to about village hall size venues 
or so. When electric light became commonly 
available toward the end of the 1890s it 

was rapidly applied to lanterns, resulting in 
brighter illumination. A little later still electric 
arc lamps were tried, but were not really 
suitable for lantern use. They were good for 
early movie projectors though.
